When I first s<iw the beautiful, 2-hoSc% dichroic spacer beads by Ron 
McGuire, 1 knew that 1 wanted to complement their iridescence with a 
colorful mix of beads, but I wasnh quite prepareti for I he flasli and sparkle 
that occur when you combine liis beads with Austrian crj-fstals. because of 
I hdr brilliance, I call these pieces my Starburst bracdel and necklace.
